ONLY IN THE CASE THEY RESUME NUCLEAR WEAPON TESTS WILL THE SOVIET 
UNION BE FREED FROM THE OBLIGATION IT HAS ASSUMED." 

THE STATEMENT USED THE WORD “RESUME” AND FRANCE HAS NOT YET 
TESTED AN ATOMIC WEAPON. BUT THESE SOURCES SAID THE PHRASE "WESTERN 
POWRS* WAS INTENDED TO LUMP ALL TOGETHER AND GIVE COLLECTIVE 
RESPONSIBILITY IF THERE IS ANY TESTING ANYWHERE IN THE WEST.
